Of course the industrialists did not obstruct. They were

As this 
demanded time we were shért of planes. And as there is no 
longer material for the automotive industry, the plants are 
idle and there will be an unemployment of 400,000 skilled 


workers by the end of January. 

Meantime, however. the “experts” have discovered that 
now it is possible to convert the automobile plants. 

The plain fact is that the aw®»mobile workers were right 
and the industrialists wrong. And now the union leaders are 
offering proposals for increasing the arms output, and Walter 
P. Reuther and his associates must be given a chance to pre- 
sent their plans and put them into operation. 

Moreover—the nation is mobilized by integrating the 
voluntary forces.

After setting the city’s new 
budget for 1942 at $11,086,481, 
city council’s finance committee, 
at a meeting last night, recom- 
mended that salary bonuses, rang- 
ing from 3 to 10 per cent, be given 
1,800 city employes for the first 
six months of the year to aid them 
as a result of the increased cost of 
living. 

The bonuses, if approved by 
council at their next meeting, will 
increase the city’s payroll about 
$100,000 for the period, members 
of the committee said.

The soldiers of the 
United States, millions strong, trained in the 
usage of our modern weapons of offensive war, 
will go wherever the enemy is to be found and 
smashed, whether that be in Europe, in Asia, in 
Africa or anywhere upon the oceans of the 
world. 

There is rejoicing today in the lands where 
freedom has, for more than two years, borne 
the weight of a desperate defense. There is 
consternation today in the lands where pitiless, 
power seeking peoples have sought to enslave 
a world to their service. 

And, in America, there is grim resolve and 
firm determination.

CONGRESS’ REACTION WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The re- 


action of congress to President 
Roosevelt’s personally delivered message on the state of the Union 
more nearly epitomizes the-high degree of national unity the country 
has achieved than anything witnessed in Washington since the 
formal declarations of war were voted. 

Nothing like it has accompanied any previous appearance of 
Mr. Roosevelt before a joint session. He has attended many. Not 
even the dark days of 1933, which saw him first take over the reins 
of government amid the rising hopes of an economically. depressed 
nation, were able to equal the enthusiasm and the confidence with 
which his latest words were received. 

Looking down on the scene from the house press gallery, it was 
possible to make a more accurate appraisal of the response than was 
permitted to radio listeners of the speech. You could study the faces 
of individual congressmen and senators, judge the warmth of the 
practically unanimous applause that greeted the President’s every 
fighting thrust. 


FINAL PROOF OF UNITY 


Congress seemed to give the final 
proof of the unanimity of pur- 
pose implied in the earlier votes on the Axis war resolutions. To 
a newcomer in the gallery it would have been difficult to tell on 
which side the Republicans or the Democrats sat. The enthusiasm 
was about equally spread over the chamber. Only here and there 
was some dour-faced dyed-in-the-wool isolationist—like Senator 
Nye, of North Dakota, and Representative Knutson, of Minnesota— 
observed to be giving perfunctory applause. 

A year ago the Republican side of the chamber and certain non- 
interventionist patches on the Democratic side would have given 
the appearance of a huge void after the first respectful acknowl- 
edgment of the President’s presence at a joint session. There have 
even been instances in the past of mild but nonetheless undignified 
hazing by administration critics during the progress of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s personally read messages to congress. 


REALITIES OF WAR The picture presented this week was 
entirely different. Congress for once 
seemed willing to admit that it was in the presence of its master. 
War realities of the past month had left Mr. Roosevelt’s bitterest 
foreign policy critics chastened. The expression on some of their 
faces was not unlike that of a small boy returning home with 
burned fingers after ignoring paternal warnings against playing 
with fire. 
Events ‘at Pearl Harbor had served to justify the President’s 
worst forebodings on the war situation. By the generosity and 
enthusiasm of its applause, congress conceded the superior quality 
of his judgment. 

Under the circumstances, it must have been a temptation for 
Mr. Roosevelt not to take advantage of the setting by reminding 
obstructicnist members of the truth of some of his predictions. As 
it was, he carefully avoided adopting any I-told-you-so theme for 
his speech. His only reference on the point—and this veiled—was 
at the outset, when he remarked: : 

“Exactly one year ago today I said to this congress: ‘When 
the dictators are ready to make war upon us, they will not wait 
for an act of war on our part... . They—not we—will choose the 
time and the place and the method of their attack. ... We now 
know their choice of the time: a peaceful Sunday morning—De- 
cember 7, 1941.”

Bill Jones was drafted for the last war. He was a fine physical 
specimen, with a high school education, and the board didn’t ques- 
tion his fitness. 

His buddies saw nothing unusual about him except that he was 
quiet. He couldn't mix with the gang. 

He was always conscious of himself, and he worried about his 
faults. Did people like him? Was he doing the right thing? A 
criticism or rebuff, real or fancied, made him morose for days. A 
little praise made him jubilant. 

He learned fast and seemed a model soldier, but in the trenches 
he cracked up. The filth and stench and ear-splitting explosions 
and the blood and the constant fear of gas proved too much for him. 
He began to shake and his knees gave way. 

Some doctors said he was pretending, but they learned better. 
He is still in a government hospital, and has cost his fellow citizens 
a fortune. The average cost of‘such cdses has been a little over 
$30,000; and when you multiply that by thousands, it means a con- 
siderable addition to your tax bill. 

That is why psychiatrists are examining the young men drafted 
for this war. They are trying to weed out the ones who would 
crack up. 

Rejection doesn’t mean a boy is crazy or queer or abnormal. 
There are normal people who get rattled and helpless when their 
cars stall in traffic. There are others who lose their wits when the 
house is afire; throw valuable china from a second-story window, 
and ignore precious possessions while saving a battered dish pan. 
Such as these can’t be trusted where the safety of others depends 
on their coolness. 

If the questions asked by psychiatrists seem embarrassing or 
insulting or debasing, a normal youth should feel complimented. 
It means that he has no knowledge of human behavior that“is vile 
and shameful. . 

Sex and disposition and nerves and mentality are merged to- 
gether in each personality, so it is almost impossible to judge one 
without knowledge of the others. df one is not normal and whole- 
some, the others are not likely to be. |

The Roberts Guards were the 
felons of that day, the men in 
prison at Milledgeville, turned 
loose to fight for their homes.

So they went out and killed and 
captured Yankees and got them- 
selves some guns and uniforms 
and they fought with valor all the 
way.

Loved Their Freedom. 


Old Archie, the one-eyed, one- 
legged soldier in “Gone With the 
Wind,” was one of them. They 
were the type soldiers who were 
more than soldiers because free- 
dom and liberty were sweeter to 
them than to some who had never 
known what it was to lose it. 

“Come on, sis, Tll ride you 
piggy-back,” the men of Roberts 
Guards would say to the little 
refugee children who, with their 
families, crowded the roads in 
front of Sherman’s march. They 
were kind, as well as brave, these 
soldiers who once had _. been 
prisoners.

Gave Every Penny. 

One man gave every penny he 
had in his personal account— 
$13.49—-and another, who tried to 
give $35, had to be reminded by 
Warden Sanford he had a fine to 
pay when he got out, or his term 
would be extended until the fine 
was worked out.

BOSTON, Tuesday.—After writing my column yesterday after- 
noon, I went over at 6:30 to the opening of the American Women’s 
Voluntary Service clubhouse. They have been given the use of 
Mrs. Sumner Welles’ stable, and they are to 
use it for their activities. 

I hope that the attendance at the opening 
means that they will have a large number 
of workers, because I feel sure that there is 
plenty for them to do. There are too few places 
in this city for the newcomers who are de- 
partment workers, or for the influx of sight- 
seers frorm the camps, etc., to meet in @ con- 
genial atmosphere. 

After dinner, I went up to the Library of 
Congress to the opening of an exhibition of 
South American. posters. A few of our Own sae oe S 
are also shown, but I do not think we have yet i tha cdalanaatnail 
learned to use our best artists, so our posters do not seem to be 
quite as vivid and colorful as some of those from the South Amer- 
ican countries.

You don’t have to exercise be- 
fore breakfast if you don’t feel 
like it. But you may find you like 
the effect of horizontal stretching. 
Unless you are in excellent condi- 
tion, it is best not to get up from 
eight hours’ sleep and suddenly 
start bending over to touch your 
fingers to toes. This sends the 
blood rushing to your head and 
may make you dizzy. That old 
favorite forward bend is not what 
it’s cracked up to be at any time— 
and it’s even less so in the morne 
ings. ’ 

It used to be thought that exer- 
cise in a cold room was the thing. 
That is not true. The room should 
be comfortably warm, but a fresh 
circulation of air is needed, Ags 
you exercise you use more oxygen.

Food To ~, aducel 
and Land Also Saved, 
Leader Says.

ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 7.—Georgia 
f.-mers, avoiding the mistakes of 
the first World War, can achieve 
the Focd-for-Freedom goals with- 
eut Bmpairing their production 


‘plant—the soil of their farms. 


That is the opinion expressed, 
by T. L. Asbury, state co-ordi- 
nator of the Department of Agri- 
culture’s Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice, and a member of the Geor- 
gia USDA Defense Board. 

“In the last war, we produced 
the food, feed and fiber needed 
for victory, but we damaged or 
destroyed millions of acres of 
farm land throughout the nation 
at the same time,” Asbury said. 

Row Crops. 


“We vlowed up and planted to 
row crops steep slopes that should 
have been left in grass, trees, or 
other permanent cover,” he ex- 
plained. “We did an excellent job 
of production, but we failed to 
reckon with the destructive ef- 
fects of soil erosion. As a result, 
the nation’s agricultural plant 
was damage. permanently. 

“That won’t happen to Georgia 
farm land this time,” he declared 
“Georgia farmers, with the assist- 
ance of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the Georgia 
Agricultural Extension Service, 
and other federal, state and local 
agencies, already have a going 
program of conservation, based on 
sound land use, that will enable 
them to expand production to 
meet the demands of the Food- 
for-Freedom program without the 
land waste of the first World 
War.” 

This conservation program, As- 


\bury explained, began nearly 10 
pyears ago with the establishment 


of erosion control experiment sta- 
tions. When the Soil Erosion 
Service, now the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, was 
set up in 1933, the fight against 
soil erosion was begun on a nation- 
wide scale on the farm lands of 
the country. 

Since that time conservation 
activities have been intensified 
with more local, state and fed- 
eral agencies and an ever-increas- 
ing number of farmers participat- 
ing. At the beginning of the 
present war, therefore, a ready- 
made program. to meet the prob- 
lems of increased production was 
already in effect, he pointed out. 

Land Is Saved. 

Farmer-organized soil conserva- 
tiof districts, in which the farm- 
ers themselves have shouldered 
the responsibility for soil and 
water conservation and wise land 
use, provide a practical mecha- 
nism for producing the require- 
ments of the Food-for-Freedom 
program without damaging or de- 
stroying the land. 

At the present time, 19 soil con- 
servation districts, embracing 
more than 23,000,000 acres, have 
been organized in Georgia, he con- 
tinued. Approximately 75 per 
cent of Georgia is covered by 
these districts and most of them 
are already in operation. 

The wasteful use of land that 
occurred during the last war can 


largely be avoided by giving 


prope: consideration to the capa- 
bilities of the land and the con- 
servation practices needed to con- 
trol erosion, Asbury said.
